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TILE FINE ARTS.
Trmax's Veyvse—Mr, W. Holman Huut

writea to the London Atherwiin, from Florence,
ag follows abont Titlan's Venus:—

Frorexor, October, 1868.—All of your read-
e1s who have vigited the galleries bere will
rememnber that the usnal place for the Titian
Venus is gome ten or twelve feet high in the
dark *““Tribupe:’ it i3 but wvarely brought
down. At this time it happens that, for the
convenience of a German artist who was copy-
ing it, the picture bas been removed into s
lighter 100m, whers it is placed on a level
with the sye. Haviog benelited by the oppor.
tunity to examiune the pioture very closely, 1
am induved to forward to you gome facts sbont
ite condition of importance to the whole world
interested in ancient art—which 1 tender as
wy apelogy to the custodians of the Uflsi for
nekivg sy remarks in this very indirect and
public manver,

The firel testimony I hiuve to give is very
bouorable to all who hiuve had charge of the
pioture; for after examination of the surfacy,
with aud without » glass, 1 came to thia con-
olueion thet it had been retonched as little as
apy ploture of the same date 1 hiad ever
exgmined. At the edges of le paintiog, near
the frame, there are patches of vompuratively
mwodern date, but thess have Leen pluoed,
Louestly enough, to cover apacss of naked
canvas, left exposed by she fslliug sway of
loosened flakes of paint. This last oussrva-
tion leads to a very serions discovery, i
that the whole paintipg ia in great daunger
from the extension of what may appropriately
enough e called cobweb oracks over ils whole
surface; each crack belongivg to & aystem,
starring away from and cireling aronnd a cen-
tral point, sud extending itself antil it mests
with a veighboring web of cracks. The injary
in its origin is, probally, of old date, scarcely
a gingle incli of the picture being free from
gome line of rupture; this leaves the paint in
independent scales, appareutly at this moment
detachable with the nail, and of couree, there-
fore, in peril of falling off bit by bit by the
thaking aud unaveidable touchivg at the back
and the front in the counrse of unfixing and
refixing the picture, or even by the necessary
dusting of it even with the lightest of feather-
brueles.

The cause of this injury Is, that the strainer
vpoen which the canvas is placed has warped
and shrunk to ench a degres that the paint on
ita purface is ever subjeet to a deviatien from
the level plane to a conclave or convex ons, in
neither of which is it possible in its present
hard porcelain state to remain attached to its
bed without rupture of the uuyielding eoating
of preciouns colors.

‘o prregt the avil cannot ba vary difienlt.
That the pioture shonld be retouched at all 1
should grieve at more than that it shounld be
left as it is. Any clesning or flattening with
a hot i10n would not be less deplorable. The
cracks are very fine, and in po gensible degree
iujnre the effect of the picture when sesn at s
distunce of a few feet; and they have some
value to the artist in revealing the maoner of
painting adopted by Titian In execuiing this
work, Bome mechanical process—perhaps,
fur example, tha application of a thin coat of
glue to the cracks, in such way that the glue
ghould sprerd semewhat beneath the loose
souleg—might be adopted to make the paint
gdbere moye flrmly to the canvas; and, this
done, nothing more wonld be requisite to hand
the ploture down 1o suceesding gensrations
as fay removed from onr time a8 we are from
Titign’s, to say the very least, but the placing
the canvas on & new strainer of well geasoned
wood, or even on the present old one, a litile
rectified in shapesod pize, with—and thisis
west important of all—a pansel filling ap the
whole space of the [ramework, and supporting
the canvas in sinoh mavner a8 Lo prevent the
plotura from being shaken by a voncuassion of
uny kind either in front or bshind; sod in ad-
dition to thia I should vertainly recommend that
the picture be covered with a sheet of glass,
rexnovable at pleasore, a8 is dope with some
precions pictures in onr own National Gallery,
to pregerve it from lojary from speotators and
ordinary copyists; the special need of whieh I
will demonstrate in a later letter, should yon
do me tke honor to insert this.

Before closing this, 1 hope I may be excnzed
for adding & few lines to suggest inquiry as to
wlat copies of good character exist in Kogland
of this ploture. Home forty years since litty
became & worahipper of the glory of the work:
Lo exerted all ﬂ: interest in vain to have it
put into & good light for his study; but the
jealousies of the then ruling Government, and
some Lll-copoeived delicacies in the mind of the

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Girand Duchess of the time, compelled him at

last to progeed with his task without any
change having been made in the place of the
ploture. By the aid of an

ggem-glns. how-
ever, his own instinot for good color snabled
him, despite darkness avd distsnce, to make
Lis oopy, which, 1 am assured by Mr, Kirkuap,
onr countrymasn, who has resided for now
nigh hall a centary in the Toscan oapital, was
one of very extraordinary merit.
